O ne o f th e first fruits of the granger leg­ 
islation of a dozen years ago was the enact­ 
m ent of laws in som e of th e W estern States 
sim ilar in principle to the long and short- 
haul clause in the Cullom bill. 
O f course, 
th e effect w as disastrous on the railroads 
and highly injurious to the people of tlie 
country w hich those roads traversed. 
The 
law s soon becam e inoperative, and th en 
were repealed. 
It the Cullom bill should be enacted, one 
of its first efforts w ru ld be to increase the 
prices o f the grain and m eat productsof the 
West and of the cotton of the South to the 
Eastern and E uropean consum er. 
As a 
consequence sales o f food w ould decrease, 
because of th e im possibility of com peting 
w ith Europe and Asia even in th e A m eri­ 
can m arket in the Eastern States. 
If the 
law were perm itted to rem ain in force two 
o r three years, the com m erce of th e coun­ 
try, dom estic as well as foreign, w ould bo 
seriously crippled, the A m erican consum er 
im poverished and the W estern producer 
ruined. 
T he theory on which this class o f legis­ 
lation is based is fallacious. 
T he expense 
to ¡Ire railroad of carrying a ton of freight 
1,000 m iles w ithout change o f c a ris not 
ten tim es as great as carrying tlie sam e 
quantity 100 m iles. 
U sually, also, on th e 
long-distance hauls larger quantities are 
carried th an for th e short distances. 
T his 
elem ent o f quantity has, like th a t of dis­ 
tance, an im portant bearing in determ ining 
th e expense o f transportation. 
A w hole­ 
sale ttour dealer who disposes of $10,000 
w orth of th at com m odity in large consign­ 
m ents in a day seils for a sm aller price per 
barrel than th e retailer whose daily sales 
am ount to only $1<)0. 
These transactions 
are. in som e respects, analogous in p rin ­ 
ciple. 
These considerations ought no t to bo diffi­ 
cult to understand. 
N evetthelcss they ap ­ 
pear to lie beyond the com prehension of 
the m ajority of our law -m ukers. 
We have 
not the slightest fear, however, that the 
Cullom bill will bt con to a la w in this shape. 
Not th at the H ouse is gifted with m ore 
com m on sense on this subject than tlie Sen­ 
ate. 
By no m eans. 
T hat body has listened 
too patiently for years past t<> Mr. R eagan’s 
toying w ith the interstate com m erce ques­ 
tion to m erit th at accusation. 
B ut the 
hopeless coi ¡fu-ion in w hich legislation is 
throw n by the indolence and inefficiency 
of th at body is the people’s best safeguard 
in this m atter. 
How ever, if it should pass 
tire H ouse in ihe shape th at it has gone to 
il from the Senate, we look to the press of 
th e country to enlighten the P re sid e n ta s 
to his duty in the prem ises.

WHAT ASE WE GOING TO DO 4 B0CT 
IT ’ 


The United States District Court at San 
francisco has decided in (he case of the 
Chinamen held in this city for enslaving 
six. Chinese women, that the men must go 
free, because under the laws as they exist 
there can be no slavery in this country, 
si nee there is no offense defined by the 
laws of that character-—at least with re­ 
gard to «.titers than jx-ople of African de­ 
scent. the Chinese not !>eing colored per­ 
sons within tlie meaning of the law. 
If is 
not possible, says the Court, to commit the 
crime of enslaving, because no such rela­ 
tion is recognizable in our system as re­ 
formed since the war of the rebellion. 
Abstractly, unquestionably this is true,hut 
practically it is an error. 
As a m atter of 
fact Chinese are enslaved. T hat is to sav, 
Ix’th ( bínese men and women are bought 
and soid in C hina anil are brought here in 
" condition of involuntary servitude, and 
are so held in a land where the Courts de­ 
clare slavery to lie an impossible crime 
More than this, (.hiñese in California buy 
w hite babies end hold them as slaves in 
every s«*n»e of the word. 
This is the rea­ 
soning of the C ourt: Slavery is not recog­ 
nized by our laws—everybody has the right 
to come and go as he or she pleases in this 
tree land 
therefore, when one is charged 
with enslaving another he is charged with 
doing that which it is impossible for him 
to do under the law. For if it lie true that 
one buys a human living abroad, and brings 
him or her into the U nited States, tlie 
moment the foot of the slave presses Amer­ 
ican soil, by tiie mystical operation of the 
law that person becomes free. 
As a fine 
hit of logic this is worthy the considera­ 
tion of scholars, hut as a m atter of fact it is 
the ¡Kiuresí consolation imaginable to tlie 
slave. 


I he ease is on all fours with that of the 
Indian who was incarcerated for an impos­ 
sible crime. 
His lawyer, on visiting him, 
exclaimed, “ It can't !>c done ? They can­ 
not imprison you! 
It is impossible! 
there is no law recognizing such a crime.” 
‘ All that may lie very true,” replied the 
red man. “ but here 1 am, in prison, all 
th e same. 
So with the Chinese slaves ; 
the law says there can he 110 such condi­ 
tion of servitude, but " a ll the sam e" it 
does exist. 
(>f caur.se, the reply to all this 
is. that the laws for restoring to his liliertv 
anyone unlawfully restrained are ample to 
a fiord relief. 
I he writ (if habeas corpus is 
at the command of every one, citizen or 
al:. .,, v 1 the Courts of the land stand 
ready to give freedom to whomsoever is 
improperly held or restrained of personal 
liberty. 
But wc submit : 
Arc such laws 
o ’ any value to these poor wretches, who 
have not the means of availing of them ? 
It is well enough to say to such, the law 
declares you are free, therefore you ar<i 
free, when, in fact, the victim of the man­ 
de ilers is a. tually held against his or her 
will, and is deprived of the exercise of his 
or her liberty. 
\\ hat then are we to conclude? There 
can lie no new law to meet the case of the 
Chinese, because the Thirteenth Amend­ 
m ent to the Constitution in h ibits the Na­ 
tional or the State legislatures from recog­ 
nizing a state of slavery. 
No man whore- 
sid.-s in California, and is at all studious of 
the oust..ms of the Chinese, will venture to 
deny that a system of slavery actually ex­ 
ists among them. 
Of course, it is not a 
system such as existed in the old South, 
but it is infinitely worse. 
Not long ago we published a pa|»er in 
waich it w»s shown, by inconteslihle evi­ 
dence. that men and women in China are 
sol 1 absolutely; that the masters have ali­ 
so ute disjiosal of the persons and even of 
the lives of these slaves ; that the palcr- 
fam ■ liar, or patriarch, of the Chinese fam­ 
ily has the right to dispose of a member 
of the family for the benefit of the other 
members ; that the master who buys such 
a slave is his master in all that the term 
slave-master implies. 
He may make the 
slave labor: he may forbid or command 
his marriage; he may posses» himself of 
the result «.if such marriage by forcing the 
» children born of it to labor for him. 
If 
khe slave revolts and escajies, the laws of 
V Íiina require his recapture and return. 
_Xhe master is not Held accountable if, in 
chastising his slave, ho kills him. 
Not 
only thi“, hut the slave is tnbght that 
his future existence depends upon his 
solute submission to this patriarchal law. 
W e proved by the testimony of eye-wit 
n Ssc? that in the streets of the cities 
C lina slave children, notably girls, are 
p>sed for sale on the highway, and lie may 
buy who wills; that many purchased jier- 
sons are brought to this country, and are 


all 
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of 
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here held in just as abjec t bondage as in j 
China. 
The great mass of the coolies are * 
so held, and their wages are bargained for 
and absorbed by the masters, and they in j 
turn have to remit a stipulated percentage ; 
to the patriarch of the slaves’ family in 
China. 
If there is any doubt on this sub­ 
ject we can cito 
standard authorities, ! 
which uniformity agree that these things 
are true. 
We in California know that Chinese 
women are bought and sold as sheep in the 
shambles or cattle in the stalls. 
We know 
that these women are mainly unaware of 
the fact that in the eye of the law they 
are not slaves; are ignorant of their right 
to go free, and are by education and the 
traditions of their race, incapable of avail­ 
ing themselves of their rights as free 
women. 
The Chinese make no conceal­ 
m ent of this fact. They speak of buying 
and selling women as we do of buying and 
selling pigs. 
In the Turkish slave marts a 
degree of secrecy is required, and only the 
favored few can bu y a woman. 
Nominally 
the law prohibits the traffic there, but 
practically it is carried on with the knowl­ 
edge of the officers of the law. 
But here 
women arc bought openly and enslaved, 
even to the right of the master to take the 
life of the refractory woman, or of putting 
her out of the way when she is worn and 
old, and no longer serviceable to vice and 
the purse of the owner. 
And the China­ 
man says to us, “ W hat are you going to do 
about it? ” 
T he Courts reply, “ Nothing, 
if slavery is charged.” 
And the Courts 
arc right. 
In that cutting operatic satire that lias 
been the rage of the stage recently, a 
maiden flirt and her lover exclaims, “ We 
must not do this, for it is against die law. 
W e must not kiss thus, for it is against the 
law. 
W e must not twine our arms about 
each other thus, for it is against the law. 
We must not look into* each 
other's 
eyes thus, for it is agaiust the law. 
Now, 
if it were not for the law, we might kiss 
each other thus, and th u s; if it were not 
for the law, we might embrace each other 
thus, and thus ; if it were not for the law, 
we. might gaze at each other th u s; but as 
it is against the law we must not do this 
and this, and this.” 
More satirical is the 
Chinaman in California. 
He caricatures 
the caricature, and burlesques the bur­ 
lesque. 
H e says to his slave: 
“ 1 
may 
not buy you thus, for the law does not 
recognize the purchase as possible. 
1 may 
not sell you thus, for it is an act unknown 
to the law. I may not enslave you as 1 do, 
for the law declares 1 cannot do it. 
I may 
not heat you as a master does his slave 
and as 1 do now, for the law says I cannot 
commit that crime as a master. 
I mav 
not consume your substance 
my slave, 
as I do, for tiie law declares 1 am in­ 
capable of it.” 
W ell, what are we going to do about 
it? Suffer it? Certainly not. 
If it is 
the law that there is no slavery here, then 
we must see to it that there is in fact no 
slavery here. 
The home missionary field 
is wide and inviting, and there is indeed 
a cry from tlie Macedonia of California 
Chinatowns. 
We might organize a n ti­ 
slavery clubs to protect the conscience of 
the law. and see to it th at the fact con­ 
forms to the theory. 
W e m ight organize 
habeas corpus societies, to enable the 
slaves th at the law says do not exist in 
theory, are accorded their rights in fact 
and made free indeed. 
We lioast that in 
this land there is no wrong th at may not 
he righted, no injury without a remedy, 
let 
us 
make 
our 
boasting 
reality. 
Our 
laws 
insuring 
personal 
liberty 
arc 
ample, 
let 
us 
enforce 
them. 
It will be something of a difficult m atter 
for it is notorious that Chinese assassins, 
hired to do deeds of blood, are ready paid 
and regularly employed to knife us if we 
attem pt to make the theory of the law 
good in practice. 
We know that these as­ 
sassins do the serviee required of them. 
We have seen it done repeatedly on Third 
street in this city between sunrise and sun­ 
set. 
We know that in the identical cases 
under consideration tlie walls of China­ 
town blaze red with rewards for the blood 
of the men who had the temerity to rescue 
the Chinese slave women from the Chinese 
slave masters, but whom the law says are 
not such. 
1 he facts and the theory «Jo not 
harmonize very well, it must he confessed 
hut it must lie our duty to bring them into 
more fraternal relations. 
The onlv ques­ 
tion is just now. “ who is ready to take his 
life in his hand and O[>on the missionary 
hall r 


LONG AND SH8KT HAULS. 


We publish this morning still another 
able review of the Cullow hill, adverse to 
its wisdom. 
The review is the editorial 
expression of tlie St. Louis (ilobe-Dcmocrat, 
one of the foremost journals of the West, 
and recognized as independent, bold and 
truthful. 
The paper in question flatlv 
says that the adoption <>t such a law means 
either the bankruptcy of the road against 
which it is enforced, or the serious pecu­ 
niary lass of the people engaged in ship­ 
ping goods, or both.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Tai bday Night*» Cutting Scrape. 
Joe Evaristo Lei va and Joe Abden Leiva, 
the brothers who bail a disagreement re­ 
sulting in a light with knives on Second 
street, near O, about 10 o’clock Tuesday 
night, have been taken in charge, by d i­ 
rection of Chief Hillman, for assaults to 
m urder. 
(In yesterday’s reference to this 
affair the nam e of one of the participants 
was erroneously given as John iiogcrs, but 
ti*at gentleman bad 110 part in the matter 
other than to assist one of the injured men 
after he was hurt. 
The error was discov­ 
ered before the item got into print, but 
through a mishap it was not corrected.) 
Evaristo was arrested l ite Tuesday night, 
by ofliecr itider, and yesterday morning lie 
bad tin honor of being the first patient in 
the new receiving hospital at the station- 
house. 
His wound, in the back, is painful 
but not dangerous. 
Abden was taken to 
the station house about noon by otlicers 
K ent and 1’arrell in a carriage. His wound 
is considered only trifling by the doctor, but 
he yesterday was cither weak and suffering 
or assumed tobe. Each accuses the other 
fit having been the ajjgrcssor in the diffi­ 
culty. which seems to have resulted from a 
disagreement which lias existed for some 
little time between Evaristo and his wife, 
and in which other members of the family 
took sides. Some of Abden’s friends ac­ 
count for bis suffering so m uch from such 
i very small wound by asserting that it 
probably was not made with a knife, but 
with a 1 ail needle, or som ething of that 
iviud, and is deep. Evidently a knife was 
used upon him , however, as each m an’s 
kiiifc was round by the police to have blood 
upon 
and ii that was the only weapon 
he is not much hurt. The police have con­ 
siderable trouble in designating t he brothers 
in speaking of them, both being familiarly 
Known as Joe—in tact they have another 
orothcr of that name. Joe Abden Leiva, 
however, was prom inently before the pub 
lie about a dozen yeals ago, he having been 
die Lieutenant 
of Tiburcio 
Vasquez’s 
band. 
JIc was the means of Vasques's 
downu’’!, 
1, ever, because of the lutter’s 
treachery u. abducting Leiva’s wife.

Kee, charged 
with conspiracy 
against Lin Doy, a female who was one of 
the inm ates of the bagnio maintained by 
Lee Ah Dot and You Gini. It will be 
borne in mind that Kee, through his attor­ 
neys, Taylor & Holt, swore out a writ of 
babeas corpus in the StiDeiior Court a few 
weeks ago. alleging that Lin Doy was re­ 
strained of her liberty by Lee Ah Dot, Kee 
intending, he says, to marr* her if he 
secured her liberty. The writ being issued, 
Deputy Sheriff Kareher endeavored to 
serve it, but the woman could not be found, 
her owner having concealed her, presuma­ 
bly at some place ouCide the cltv limits. 
As a return move, the 
Lee Ah 
Dot 
party had Chung and Kee arrested on 
IV,lice Court warrants for conspiracy against 
the woman whom one of them had been 
endeavoring to get possession of on habeas 
corpus! 
Later, one Ah Wong swore to the 
com plaint before United States Commis­ 
sioner Bugbcy on which Lee Ah Dot and 
Y ouG ini were arrested for 
HOLDING FIVE WOMEN IN SLAVERY. 
One of the women was Lin Doy, who is yet 
m issing; another, 011 being brought before 
the Commissioner, declared that she was a j 
married woman and was not held by Lee ¡ 
Ah Dot, and she was released : another, 
who at first seemed anxious to bo kept from 
Ah Dot's clutches, subsequently changed 
her mind, and was released on hail to ap­ 
pear as a witness against Dot and Gini ; 
and the remaining two, who say they 
would rather die than go back into slavery, 
were sent bv Commissioner Hughey to the 
Presbyterian Mission Home,San Francisco, 
with the expectation that they would be ] 
required as witnesses against Dot and Gim, ' 
but, the United States 
District Court 
having discharged the latter on the bear­ 
ing of a writ of habeas corpus, got out in 
their interest, holding that there was no 
such crime in the United States as slavery, 
the women will not be needed as witnesses 
in the ease. 
Defore they left for Sun F ran ­ 
cisco they were subpenacd to appear in 
Judge H enry’s Court yesterday as witnesses 
against Charley Chung and Frank Kee, but 
they did not come. Counsel for the prose­ 
cution. C. T. Jones and J. T. Carey, wanted 
the Court to issue an attachment and have 
them brought here, but S. S. Holl, for the 
defense, objected, alleging that it was u n ­ 
necessary, as he was 
WILLING TO ADMIT ANYTHING 
That the other side claimed could be proved 
by their testimony. 
He was in a gener­ 
ally adm itting mood, and intim ated that 
be would adm it almost anything against 
the defendants, as tic did not think it could 
be shown that they had committed nil 
offense. The m atter w astrgued at length, 
and Judge Henry took it under advisement 
until 10 a. M. to-morrow. 
It has been 
claimed by those friendly to Ah Dot and 
You Gim that the prosecution against them 
before the Commissioner was but a contin­ 
uation of a scheme by Chung and Kee to 
get possession of the women, whom they 
intended to use as improperly as Ah Dot 
had been doing. Hut Commissioner Hug- 
bey says that the case before him had 
nothing to do with any other, and Charley 
Chung was only in it because of bis ability 
as an interpreter, be having acted in that 
capacity for Judge Armstrong and in the 
Nicolaus anti-Chinese conspiracy cases. 
THERE WERE THREE OTHER CHINAMEN, 
He says, that were to have been arrested on 
separate charges of holding women in sla­ 
very, but Ah Dot’s case was taken up first 
because of attention being called to it by 
the babeas r»rpus proceedings and the 
charge of conspiracy. The Commissioner 
says that Chung and 
Kee are given 
good characters by white people for whom 
they have worked ; but Ah Dot’s friends 
charge them with being rascals, highbind­ 
ers, and worse men generally than Ah Dot. 
It looks a little singular, knowing that the 
two women now in Sun Francisco are very 
friendly to Chung and Kee, that the prose­ 
cution should want them as witnesses 
against those defendants, and gives color 
to the assertion that the desire is to get 
them back ir Sacramento so that their 
“owner ’ can find some means of regaining 
possession of them . 
Meanwhile rumors 
are alloat that Chinese “fighters’ have 
been imported from San Francisco by one 
side or the other, or perhaps both, and tbat 
at almost any time a sm alt war may be ex­ 
pected to break out in Chinatown. The 
Chief of Police has taken preventive steps, 
and given the Celestials to understand that 
they had better cool down.

A R e m a rk a b le C ase o f S im ila rity in P e r­ 
so n a l A p p e a ra n c e . 
Ever since the T ullís murder, defectives 
have been arresting Tom Lawton. So prev­ 
alent has this become, from California to 
Maine, that the escaped murderer has be­ 
come known by the sobriquet of 'Ubiquitous 
Tom.” This case, however, is not so pecu­ 
liar as the following : 
Wtu. C. Barton was 
murdered by one Andrew Meginty in a 
most heartless und cold-blooded manner, 
¡11 Mono county, 011 the 30th of May, 1885. 
The murderer escaped. The citizens of 
Mono county offered a large reward for his 
apprehension, to which $300 was added by 
the Governor. The description of Meginty, 
as published and sent out by the officials, 
it was thought could not fail to overtake 
and cause the arrest of the fugitive. It was 
as follows: “Andrew Meginty. 38 or 39 
years of age, about 5 leet 8 inches Itigh, 
light brown hair, Roman nose, blind in 
left eye, has a peculiar expression out of 
his right eye which is gray in color. 
He 
will weigh about 135 or 140 pounds.” One 
would think that a description that would 
not cause false arrests, hut nevertheless it 
has several. Some months ago, a stranger 
answering the description to the m inutest 
detail, was arrested ip this city, and it was 
with much diffic>''.y that he proved his 
identity. He moved 011 to .Stockton, where 
again he was arrested and thrown into 
prison. 
Again was he arrested in San 
Francisco. Thinking that one-eyed, Roman­ 
nosed gentlemen liad no business 011 this 
coast, he left for the East. 
Yesterday the 
Governor received information from Kan­ 
sas that Meginty, or his counterpart, had 
been arrested, and the detective was very 
anxious to know all the particulars regard­ 
ing rite offered reward. 
Front statements 
in the detective's letter, it would seem that 
this also is not the murderer, hut the un­ 
fortunate individual who answered the pe­ 
culiar and unusual description, it would 
seem tbat this individual must flee the 
country it he would secure im m unity from 
arrest.

as to he a source of profit, through its ad­ 
vertisements. to the association, and every 
dollar of profit derived from it is applied 
to defraying the necessary expenses of the 
immigration work. 
All additional aid 
therefore given to the paper by wav of ad­ 
vertisements will not only be of value to 
the advertiser, hut will opérate at the same 
time as a direct subscription to carry on 
tlie immigration movement, 
which" as 
stated, is meeting with the utm ost success, 
ami which is of incalculable benefit to the 
trade influence of Sacramento. A canvass 
is being made of the business houses of the 
city to tints raise funds for carrying 011 the 
good work, and it should meet with a very 
liberal response. The trade area lias i tee it 
vastly curtailed within the past few years 
by the construction of new railroads in ad­ 
joining Territories, giving netv sources of 
competition, and the square business pro­ 
position now is to regain, through in­ 
creased population upon our unoccupied 
lands, the same, or greater demands for 
our goods and products, which was form­ 
erly enjoyed through greater extent of ter­ 
ritory, sparsely occupied.

THE WITNESS-BOX. 


Incidents Prior to the D eed—P ur­ 
chase o f the Chloroform 
aiul Its Use.

St. Louis, May 26th.—Fauntleroy, for 
the defense in the I’reller ease, commenced 
his opening address to the jury this morn­ 
ing. He stated that he wished to impress 
them with the fact that no one knew how 
l’reiler came to his death except the de­ 
fendant, and he proposed to disclose to the 
jury all the circumstances attending it. 
After stating the manner in which I’reller 
and the defendant became acquainted, and 
the closeness of their friendship thereafter, 
he stated that the defense intended to prove 
that Preller was suffering from a stricture, 
and that the defendant foolishly undertook 
to remove it. Defendant was unwilling to 
perform the operation alone, but I’reller 
did not wish ihe nature of his ailment to 
be known, and insisted that Maxwell 
should perform it. To lessen the pain, he 
administered chloroform, but in too large 
quantity, and death resulted. Maxwell 
then cut the clothes trom his friend's body 
and attempted Io resuscitate him, hut failed. 
He said the defense would prove that 
i’reller knew that Maxwell had no money, 
and had promised to pay his expenses to 
Auckland. Robbery, therefore, could not 
have heen his motive for causing his 
friend's death, which was,at any rate, acci­ 
dental. The remainder of Fnuntlerov’s 
speech was devoted to a description of his 
client's actions after the death of Preller. 
STORY OF THE DEFENDANT. 
Maxwell was then placed on the stand. 
He showed little evidence of feeling, 
though there was some degree of nervous­ 
ness both in his face and hands. There 
was a rustle through Ihe Court-rooiu. The 
Judge in a brief speech demanded absolute 
quiet in the audience. Witness then, in 
reply to questions by Fauntleroy, stated in 
substance as follows: “ My full name is H. 
M. Brooks. I am 25 years old. Was born 
in Hyde, Chester, England. I commenced 
to study law with Brown at Stockport, near 
Hyde, in 1878, and remained there four 
years. I am a lawyer by profession. I also 
studied medicine and surgery at the Colle­ 
gian School at Manchester, but 1 am not a 
licensed physician. I first met Preiler at 
the Northwestern Hotel at Liverpool, hut 
did not get acquainted with him until I 
met him on board the steamer Cephaloniu. 
i also met Warren on the steamer. Mr. 
L’rdler and 1 were both Englishmen com­ 
ing to a strange land, and our acquaintance 
ripened into a warm friendship. We told 
much about our plans and purposes for the 
future, and our acquaintance aud friend­ 
ship continued alter our arrival. 
We 
reached Boston February 3d, and after 
three or four days Preller started on a busi­ 
ness trip. 1 had conversations and corre­ 
spondente with Preller about going to New 
/.calami. We agreed to meet in St. Louis, 
and go there together. I told him about 
my financial condition, telling him in a 
letter that I had $200 all told. I treated 
Preller several times medically in Boston, 
and by letter he acknowledged having re­ 
ceived benefit from the treatment. He 
knew that 1 had never practiced medicine 
regularly. I never used any deception with 
him in this regard.” Witness then de­ 
scribed various events about Preller prior 
to his leaving Boston for Canada; about his 
own and Preller's arrival in St. Louis, and 
stopping at the Southern Hotel; that he 
had $50 to $60 when he arrived here; how 
he tried to pawn some of his things before 
Preller cam e: his visits to Fernow’s drug 
store, and his conversations with Fernow ; 
his purchasing various articles of h'iu, 
among them chloroform and carbolic acid, 
which, iu combination, he used himself in 
treating a had tooth that troubled h im ; 
that Preller arrived on the Friday prior to 
Easter Sunday; how they went together to 
try to sell liis magic lantern and slides, and 
various other occurrences which took place 
between Friday and Sunday, all of which 
are familiar to nearly everybody. The 
Court then took a recess. 
CONTINUATION OF MAXWEI.l's STATEMENT. 
After recess the examination of the de­ 
fendant was continued. " We, Mr. Preller 
and I,” he said. " made two trips between 
the Southern Hotel and the Union depot, 
where we attempted to discover the cause 
of the detention of my trunk, which con­ 
tained the lantern, and were told by the 
baggageman there that it was probably de­ 
tained in Port Huron. Canada, by the"cus­ 
toms otiieers. 
We visited Aloe, the op­ 
tician, in an endeavor to ascertain if he 
would purchase the lantern and slides 
when they should arrive. From the time 
that Mr. Preller arrival in St. Louis down 
to Easter Sunday, we saw a great deal of 
each other. We were, as former witnesses 
have stated, almost inseparable. 1 visited 
his room several times, but when we were 
not looking around the city, or playing 
pool, we spent most of our time in my 
room. We played pool a great deal, anil 
who ever lost a game paid for it. We 
played about even, so the expenses were 
equally divided. We drank some, but not 
much. He paid for most of the drinks. 
Preller was accustomed to call at my room 
early in the morning, and we would go 
down to breakfast together, return to my 
room, converse and smoke for a while and 
then go down to the rotunda. On Easter 
Sunday, before I went to the drug store, 
he and I had a conversation about 
THE PERFORMANCE OF AS OPERATION 
Heretofore alluded to,and also a day or two 
before. Mr. Preller described to me his 
symptoms, and 1 considered that he was 
suffering from stricture, and that the best 
method of treating him was by passing a 
catheter. 1 took my authorities on medi­ 
cine and read to Mr. Preller directions as 
to the proper method of administering 
chloroform, aud refreshed my own mind 
as to the precautions to be used. There 
are marginal notes on the pages treating 
on the simplest and safest method of using 
the drug, but J made these some twelve 
months before I left England. After this 
conversation with Mr. I'reller. I went to 
the drug -tore and purchased four ounces 
of chloroform and a quantity of absorbent 
cotton. On this same day Preller and I 
had gone to another drug store, one under 
the Southern Hotel, and made some pur­ 
chases which he said we must have and 
could probably not get on our journey to 
Auckland, before we should arrive at "¡¿an 
Francisco. It bad been understood be­ 
tween us all the time that I was to sell my 
magic lantern and some other things, i'ti 
order to raise money for the trip to San 
Francisco, aud that lie was to pay for mv 
passage to Auckland, with the undersuud'- 
mg that 1 should refund to him the cost of 
that passage. While in the drug store I 
ordered and drank a mixture of bromide of 
potassium and valerianate of ammonia, t 
quiet my nerves. I drank this in the 
presence of Mr. Preller, and he paid for it. 
as he did for the other things purchased 
there. We then 
RETURNED TO THE HOT El., 
And ou our way up to my room stopped 
ill a cigar stand and purchased a box of 
cigars, for which my companion paid. We 
then went up stairs, and after smoking a 
while and discussing the proposed opera­ 
tion. Mr. Preller went to his own room, re­ 
turning shortly alter, having removed his 
waistcoast and replaced his coat with a 
dressing-gown. Immediately thereafter lie 
began to make preparations for the opera­ 
tion. Preller removed his trousers and 
drawers, and laid down upon the bed. I 
placed the four-ounce bottle of chloroform 
on the wash-stand, and j*oured out a fluid 
gram of the liquid on a piece of lint, 
which 1 folded three times, then walked to 
the bed and held the lint about six inches 
from my patient's face, so that the 
vapor 
from 
the 
chloroform 
might 
become 
mixed 
with 
the air, and 
produce not too violent an effect, 
it all evaporated in a few minutes, and I 
turned around to get more, and found that 
the bottle which 1 had placed on the wash- 
stand had fallen into the basin, and a large 
portion of the contents liad (lowed out. and 
not enough was left to produce amesthesia. 
1 then went to Fernow s drug store to get 
more, telling Fetnow I had spilled what I 
first bought. 1 wanted four ounces, but he 
had only two, and I took that. I then re­ 
turned to iny room, placed about a gram 
of the Hum on the hut a second time, and 
again held it about six inches from his face. 
• continued ibis som e tim e, until 1 thought 
unconsciousness, or rather insensibility’to 
pain, had heen reached. I then took up 
the catheter and proceeded to insert it 
M r. Preller 
MADE A PECULIAR NOtSF.. 
Wincing as if he felt nain. I came to the 
conclusion that I hail not administered a 
sufficient amount of the chloroform. I 
|>oured a gram or a gram and a half of 
chloroform upon the lint, which I again 


placed before his face. Almost before I 
knew it Mr. Prell r’s breathing became 
very labored, and I at once suspended the 
administration of the chloroform, tor I 
knew that his condition was serious. 1 
seized a pair of my surgeon's scissors, and 
at onec cut his shirt ami undershirt from 
bis body, and tried all the means of resus­ 
citation with which I was familiar. I 
slapped him with wet towels on the chest 
and neck, dashed cold water on his chest, 
and attempted to restore respiration by 
moving his arms up and down.” Witness 
proceeded with a voice impressively husky: 
“ I continued these efforts to revive my 
friend for over half an hour, hut it was 
useless, entirely useless. Short! v after 
MY FRIEND CEASEI) TO BREATHE, 
And his heart stopped beating. There was 
no breath on the mirror when I held it to 
his lips. Even after I was satisfied that he 
was dead, I continue 1 my efforts with him. 
I did not leave and call assistance. All 
my efforts were to restore him, because 
when chloroform takes hold of a man. and 
he sinks, in a few seconds the man is dead. 
The timo,I thought, had be tter be occupied 
in efforts to restore him. I was convinced 
that he was dead, hut I continued to dasli 
cold water on his chest. I finally decided 
that lie was dead and past all hope. Then I 
hardly knew what to do. Mv firs! impulse 
was to notify the authorities. Imagine 
my feelings. 
I 
was in a strange 
land. 
I 
did 
not 
know 
that 
a 
man 
could 
make a statement 
in 
his own behalf. 1 thought the same rules 
prevailed here as in England, and that I 
would not he allowed to make my state­ 
ment, and thought I would go away.” 
The prisoner then proceeued to tell the 
story of putting the body in the trunk in a 
wild and dazed sort of way, scarcely know­ 
ing what he did, and saying that ‘he was 
so wrought up that he could give no con­ 
nected account of his subsequent sayings 
and doings. He tried to drown his terror 
in drink, then concluded that the only 
thing to do was to get away. lie took 
Preller's money—$500 or$600—purchased a 
number of things, including a railway 
ticket to San Francisco, placed a paper 
reading. “ No perish ail traitors to the 
great cause” in the trunk with tlic dead 
man. and shaved off his mustache to puz­ 
zle the authorities till after the autopsy 
and gain time; also cut a gash on Preller's 
breast with a scalpel, but could assign no 
reason for it. He asserted firmly that he 
had no intention of harming Preller. The 
rest of his testimony was taken up with 
his subsequent journeying?. 
Adjourned til! to-morrow.

■Stubborn Polygam ous Convicts, 
S a lt Lake, May 26th.—The polygamous 
convicts, to whom on the 13th instant Gov­ 
ernor West made advances looking to 
clemency if they would promise obedience 
to the law, reply in a letter relttsing com­ 
pliance. They say tliat if they had chosen 
to make such a pledge they need not have 
gone to prison at all; profess to be unable 
to find out what is wanted of them ; com­ 
plain of the i tilings of the Courts, especially 
that making thesimpie status of plural mar­ 
riage material evidence in securing convic­ 
tion for unlawful cohabitation, “ thus inde­ 
pendent of our act ruthlessly trespassing 
upm a sacred dogma of our religious be­ 
lief. No far as compliance with your prop­ 
osition requires the sacrifice of honor, 
manhood, the repudiation of our wives and 
children, the violation of sacred covenants, 
heaven forbid that we should be guilty of 
such perfidy. The perpetual imprisonment 
with which we are threatened, even death 
itseli. is preferable. <>ur wives desire no 
separation from us. Were we to comply 
with your request, they would regard our 
action as most criminal, inhuman and 
monstrous. 
Our children would blush 
with shame. We should deserve the scorn 
and contempt of all just and honorable 
men. Had you offered us unconditional 
amnesty, it would have been gladly ac- 
ccepted; but, dearly as we prize the great 
boon of liberty, we cannot afford to obtain 
it by proving untrue to our conscience, our 
religion atid our t ied.” Apostle Lorenzo 
Snow and forty-seven other polygamous 
convicts sign this letter.

CALIFORNIA. 
Suicide in Golden Gate Park. 
San F rancisco, May 26th.—John B. 
Baker, formerly a stock-hroker, committed 
suicide tills afternoon in an outhouse at 
Golden Gate Park, by shooting himself 
through the heart. Deceased was 52 years 
old, a native of New York. He has a son 
employed in the Fulton Iron Works. 
A Brakem an Kicked from u Train. 
N o g a l e s. May 26th.—As train No 1, 
which left here for Guaymas last night,was 
approaching Saint Ignacio, Sonora, an un­ 
known man stepped front the third-class 
coach upon the platform where hraketnan 
Bivard was, and asked if the train intended 
stopping there. Bivard replied, ” 1 don’t 
know,” whereupon the man said. “ I 
know,” and instantly kicked Bivard off the 
train. 
Bivard xeceived an uglv scalp 
wound, and had theliesh torn from bis leg. 
Burned by M olten Lead. 
P ort Costa, May 26th.—Jas. Glennon, a 
workman at Selby’s smelting works, had 
his left eye and side of his face seriously 
burned by hot lead to-day about noon. He 
will not lose his eyesight* 
Los Angeles Notes. 
Los Angeles, May 26th.—Tlie jury in 
the Bell libel case went out at 5:15 r" m., 
and at 11 o’clock sent a message to the 
Judge that there was no possibility of a 
verdict. The Judge having gone to bed, 
the jury were shut up for all night. It is 
understood that they stand nine for acquit­ 
tal. During the progress of the trial, about 
noon, Major Beli, arguing his own case, 
made statements which Colonel Wells, the 
prosecuting witness, characterized twice as 
false. The Court imposed a line of $50, 
which was paid. 
This morning the dead body of W. H. 
Hunt, recently from Prescott, A. T„ was 
found on the outskirts of the city, with his 
throat cut from ear to ear. This was his 
second attempt at suicide made within a 
week. 
Alfred Moore has filed a suit in the Su­ 
perior Court against the city for damages 
caused by the late flood in Los Angeles 
river. He sues for $17,800. 
Shocks of Earthquake. 
San F rancisco, May 26th.—At 12:15 to­ 
day a severe shock of earthquake was felt 
in this city. The vibration lasted about 
five seconds, and was from northeast to 
southwest. 
A SECOND AND SEVERER SHOCK. 
S a n F r a n c isc o, May 26th.—This even­ 
ing, at 10:38, a dull, rumbling sound was 
heard, followed by several severe earth­ 
quake shocks from north to south, lasting 
fully ten seconds. The vibrations were 
much more severe than those this morn­ 
ing. No damage, however, has been re­ 
ported. 
Centerville,May 26th.—At fifteen m in­ 
utes past 12 to-dav several vigorous shocks 
of earthquake sltook up Centerville. The 
shocks lasted a number of seconds, ami 
window-panes and crockery were broken 
in different parts of town. 
R edwood City, May 26th.—H alf an hour 
after noon to-day a strong shock of earth­ 
quake, the vibrations of w hich were from 
north to south, and lasting about three sec­ 
onds, was felt at this place. 
San J ose, May 26th.—An earthquake 
shock of four seconds duration visited here 
at 10:40 this evening. The vibrations were 
from north to south. No damage resulted. 
Port Costa, May 26tli.—An earthquake 
was felt generally over the countv at 12:16. 
ARIZONA. 
Tlie H ostile Apaches. 
B enson, May 26th.—J. A. Burrock and a 
few citizens left here at 2 i*. M. yesterday, 
to bring in the body of Lloyd, who was 
murdered by the Apaches. They were at­ 
tacked by five Apaches, and shots were ex­ 
changed. The citizens pressed them so 
closely that one Indian horse was shot and 
the Indians took to the brush. Barrock 
secured one gun that a hostile dropped. 
The inquest on the body of Bob Lloyd wus 
held last night. 
A special train, with troops from Cala- 
basas, under command of Captain Lawton, 
passed through this morning. They will 
disembark at Pantano. The hostiles are 
still in the Rincon mountains. 
RETURN OF A SCOUTING PARTY. 
Nogales, May 26th.—Company K, Sec­ 
ond Cavalry, Captain Wood, commanding, 
arrived here on the evening of the 24th 
from Cusita, Sonora, where the company 
were taken by rail a few days ago. This 
company has scouted the country thor­ 
oughly in the neighborhood of Agua Zarco 
and through the Hnenetnia mountains. 
They report that there are no hostiles south 
of the line. Evidently the Indians have 
broken tip into small hands and gone north 
towards the San Carlos reservation. 
A special train left here last night at 6:45 
to take a troop of cavalry from Calabasas 
to Benson, where a man was found near 
the latter place murdered by the Apaches 
last evening. 
The citizens in this part of the country 
are satisfied that General Miles is doing 
his utmost to either capture or kill the 
hostiles. All is quiet in this vicinity now. 
THE REWARD FOR GERONIMO. 
T ucson, May 26th.—The Wtllcox report 
that General Miles had offered a reward for 
Gerónimo or other Apaches on account of 
the Goveriynent is false. Funds have heen 
raised by citizens to pay the reward, who 
insist that the same shall he paid through 
General Miles. 
ANOTHER RANCH RAIDED. 
T u cson, May 26th.—A Pantano special 
says : The Indians raided Murray’s ranch, 
near the Santa Catalina mountains, and 
sacked his house. Turning, they retraced 
their steps, and crossed the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad three miles west of there, 
moving south. Their trail indicates twelve 
Indians. They’ appear to he retracing their 
steps to Tuboc. 
NEVADA. 
.V New Stam p M ill. 
Candelaria. May 26th.—Fifteen stamps 
of the new thirty-stamp mill of the Cande­ 
laria Water-works and Milling Company 
(limited) started this afternoon on ore front 
the Victor Consolidated mines. Everything 
worked satisfactorily, and the whole mill 
will be started to-morrow. Colonel W. J. 
Sutherland, of New York, manager of the 
I company's office in America, and Captain 
C. Westro Hulae, one ot the English Di­ 
rectors, are here supervising tlie test run. 
The success of this enterprise will insure a 
prosperous future for Candelaria.

cut front ear to ear. 
OLD MEXICO. 
Advice* from Gunytnas. 
G uaymas, May 26th.—The steamer Man­ 
uel Rotnora Bubo left for the mouth of the 
Yaqui river to-day, bearing Governor Louis 
Torres and General A. Martinez, who go to 
establish Federal and Stateauthority in the 
Yaqui valley. Cajeme is reported retreating 
towards Mayo river. 
Eighteen casesof smal!-pox haveoccurr. d 
at Guaymas since May 1st. mostly children, 
six cases being fatal. No pestbouse has 
been opened, nor segregation of the locality, 
The disease was brought here from Aqui 
vapa in April last by a coast schooner. The 
Board of Health refuse a clean bill of 
health, though incoming vessels are not 
quarantined.
